It is true, he did go after the 
railroads. But he finally accepted 
in the Senate and voted for a rail¬ 
road rate bill which he himself had 
said over and over again amounted 
to nothing. 

And he is just as innocent in 
other ways. He is as much afraid 
of public- ownership and Socialism 
as anybody. All the reforms 
•which he intends to have arc of 
the same type as the reforms of 
Roosevelt. And that -■ big-toothed 
individual only wants to defend the 
trusts against themselves, against 
their own greediness.

Roosevelt forced through the 
meat bill in order to save the meat 
. trust, and the meat trust will do a 
. grand business in consequence. It 
has just- reorganized for that pur¬ 
pose. Roosevelt forced the peace 
with the coal-miners a few years 
ago in order to protect the coal trust 
against public bwnership. He 
forced the railway legislation in 
order to save the railway trust. 

And Bob La Follettc is the same 
kind of a reformer. He wants re¬ 
forms in order to save capitalism. 
He says so himself. He surely is 
innocent as a reformer.

Yet innocent or not, the big capi¬ 
talists of Wisconsin have regained 
control of the Republican party, or 
rather the middle class capitalists 
have lost their case. 

Millionaire Reformer Connor of 
Marshfield who used to be I-a 
Follettc’s right hand in the past and 
his machine master, after all, lias 
more interest in common with Mil¬ 
lionaire Pfister than with the re¬ 
form politician Robert M. LaFoI- 
lette. 

And if Millionaire Reformer 
Ike Stevenson of Marinette should 
also decide that his material inter¬ 
ests demand that he stand by his 
class—then what will become of 
the cause of reform ? And what will 
happen to the Milwaukee Free 
PressT Will the outcome be that 
the Republicans will have only one 
paper the deficits of which must be 
covered, and that paper will be the 
Sentinel? 

When the Social-Democratic al¬ 
dermen first made their appearance 
in the Milwaukee council and com¬ 
mittee rooms of the city hail, they 
were smiled at every time they 
•poke in behalf of labor. It was 
•o new, so unusual, so funny I Why 
was this? The working people of 
Milwaukee had been doing the 
electing right along- No man in 
elective office could be there with¬ 
out the votes of the working peo¬ 
ple. Why was labor so despised 
-there? The answer suggests it¬ 
self. The working people had 
been voting capitalist party men 
into office, and a capitalist party 
office holder will naturally look 
out for capitalist interests. It was 
a good thing the working people 
were laughed at when they first 
entered the city halt They got 
what they had brought on them¬ 
selves by their stupid voting afl 
the past years. 

There are not so many smiles at 
the city hall now when working 
class wants and needs are men¬ 
tioned Since it has become evi¬ 
dent that the working people have 
gotten their senses in politics, and 
are sending more and more of their 
own representatives to fill legisla¬ 
tive and other offices, they have be¬ 
gun to be feared. And when the 
politicians fear you they are polite 
to you, not only on election day, 
but all the rear around. It is a 
good lesson and labor has no dis¬ 
position to go back to the old way. 

It's the old trick. When a pick¬ 
pocket is pursued he shouts “stop 
thief *” at the top of his lungs, so 
aa to confute the crowd and direct 
attention away from himself. Capi¬ 
talism, the great faintly wrecker, 
used to cry out that Socialism 
would be a menace to the home, to 
as to (Svert attention away from 
It* own iniquity. Few people real¬ 
ise how terribly capitalism bears

In many cases the machin¬ 
ery has been so far perfected that 
when properly organized it can

The 
private ownership of the machines 
gives the owner power to dictate 
wages 10 the man who must work, 
and prices to the same man when 
be muct buy.

“We must choose today be¬ 
tween the industrial despotism 
which canoot be separated from the 
private ownership of social utili¬ 
ties. and that industrial Democracy

“Socialism is just the’ next and 
inevitable phase of civilization, it 
involves democracy, and if democ¬ 
racy is not to perish from the earth, 
we must socialize those properties 
whose ownership carries with' it 
the means of social control.”

"Capital,” he wrote, with 
great earnestness, "says today there 
is equal opportunity for all. In 
this capital lies, and knows it” And 
in conclusion he said: 

"By distributing money evenly 
I do not mean to say that all the 
money should be cut up into equal 
bits, and that everybody should get 
a bit of it. But, on the contrary, I 
believe that the ownership from 
which money springs should be 
vested in the whole community. In 
other words, as I understand it, I 
am a .Socialist. I have hardly read 
a book on Socialism, but that which 
I have enunciated I believe in gen¬ 
eral to be their theory.”

Competition has wiped out competi¬ 
tion Production on a large scale 
makes monopoly a necessary condi¬ 
tion The trust and the monopoly 
are here, whether we wish it or nit. 
The only question is whether they 
shall be public or private, monopolies.

Thus wv see the coal trust 
making untold millions out of the 
sufferings of the poor, the oil trust 
niling up the greatest fortune the 
world has ever seen upon the ruins 
of innumerable smalt dealers and in 
defiance of all laws and courts of 
justice, the meat trust sending thous¬ 
and, of unsuspecting human beings 
to an early grave by selling diseased 
meat simply to make dividends and 
heap up mitliona.

This fact cannot be disputed by the 
mere statement that the workingman has to lie satisfied with the com 
df his necessary maintenance aud r eproduction in the form of wages, 

The meaning of the cost of n.-cessary maintenance is very elasnS 
This cost of iciiancc con cover many commodities of a high 
civilisation, which the workingman of a certain historic ej>och. may 
consider absolutely nccc.-sarv for hie existence. 

The decisive point of the entire discussion about the cost o| 
the Jieccssary maintenance of the workingman lies in the proof 
whether the workingman can or cannot improve his standard of liv¬ 
ing by means of his economic, social, and political power and posi¬ 
tion. The share of th* workingman in the social pr ,uct depends 
on this power. The catastrophe theorist regards the workingman ap 
perfectly helpless and powerless before the capitalist, and therefore 
he considers an essential improvement in his condition impossible 
unde the wage system. 

To the rise of wage—the catastrophe theorist perhaps replies— 
ace set certain fixed limits in our present capitalistic system. The 
rise in wages can never rea :h a point where the profits, the surpluy 
value, will quantitatively so diminish that the capitalist system will 
thereby be threatened. 

N'ow wage- can rise quite considerably without the surplus value 
being quantitatively diminished. A colossal quantitative growth of 
surplus value can even go hand in hand with a fall in the rate of capi¬ 
talist profits. 

The capitalist class Ins a genuine horror of the absence of gain. 
It does not allow the great, ever wasting apparatus of production to 
stand still, because profits have perlv.ps fallen a few per cent. The 
incentive to gain docs not even permit the capitalist to let his capital 
lie idle. The capitalist is driven to production by competition, by tbe 
whole mecltanism of capitalistic production. He must invest his capital 
at a lower interest if wages are valued higher hut he must invest it. 
The extreme point to which capital can depreciate, is the disappear¬ 
ance of all profits. , 

Between ho profit at all and an investment at, let us say, ten per 
cent, lies a wide margin. Ami therefore immovable limits are by no 
means set to a rise of wages. 

- The profits of capital are gigantic in qdantity, even if they, 
should come down to two per cent. And even with a tendency to 
a falling rate of profit, capital seeking investment can be found in 
plenty. 

But the working class is under the influence of the conditions of 
rising wages, when capital is quantitatively increasing and seeking 
new investments. 

Today there is still to be found a vast unentered field for the 
wants of investing ,-apital. The capitalistic economic system of the 
world is still in its infancy. 

Germany just in the last decade has developed to a great indus¬ 
trial country. Great America only a few decade* ago entered the 
world market. An enormous field is still o|>cn for capital seeking in¬ 
vestment. Golden days still beckon to capitalism. 

With the expansion of the capitalistic industrial system the worltj 
market is extending considerably. There is now room foT immense 
quantities of goods. And with a doubling and trebling of the con¬ 
sumption of goods, an increased demand for labor arises, and this in 
spite of all the great progress in the technical development of ma¬ 
chines. 

Moreover the machine is not conquering all the capitalistic 
branches to an equal extent and with-equal intensity. The separate 
industrial hrar. dies must be examined most carefully as to their 
technical cons’ruction, and the conditions which they offer for the 
formation of an army of the unemployed must lie accurately investi¬ 
gated, before we pass judgment in tins matter. 

With the extension of our capitalistic industrial system the demand 
for goods has been enormously increased and will continue to in¬ 
crease ; n the future. And therefore no prophet can tell us today with 
any certainty wdicther the injurious and depressing influence on 
wages by the army of the unemployed may not be partly stopped by, 
the growing demand for labor. And then, moreover, is it proved once

How dim before us lies the future of the forces of production! 
Not even in shadowy outlines «au we trace the future form of these 
forces. And just so veiled, just so mysterious for us is tlur develop¬ 
ment of the conditions of production. ,j 

Karl Marx, as we have already remarked, understands by these 
conditions of production the conditions of property, in which the 
forces of production arc found at a given time. In the limited form of 
the present capitalistic property, the forces of priMlpctiuii must now- 
work themselves out. 

By the sudden stoppage of these forces in time of crises, capital¬ 
istic society, according to Marx, makes the painiul discovery tlutt it 
has too much civilization, too much of the means of life, too much 
trade, too much indu-ln. Capitalistic society cannot absorb the 
wealth created. 

An astounding enlargement of the condition* of property is tak¬ 
ing place today before our eyes. Capitals tic private property grows 
into the capital cf a firm, private enterprise becomes enterprise of a 
stock company, the stock companies proceed to the formation of trusts. 

The great desociulived means of production, according to Engels, 
press forward by natural necessity to their conversion into state and 
national property. Everywhere in our economic life, tendencies are 
opening the way for the giant growing forces of production to find 
more expanded social forms of property. Tlie future extent of this 
ngwly arising growth of forms cannot today be foreseen. Today we 
only see in w-liat abundance state, municipal and co-oj>erativc owner¬ 
ship is springing up. 

But the catastrophe theorist will point out that all these social 
forms of industry onlv increase the "superabundance of the means of 
life”. 

Can the million-headed proletariat never get possession of this 
superabundance ? No law of wages, that is sure, banishes the work¬ 
ingman once and forever to a fixes! level of civilization. 

Frederick Engels, it is true, helieves in a certain stationary and 
immovable condition of wages. Wages guarantee to the workingman 
only the value of bis lalior power, .and this is determined by the cost 
o r maintenance and reproduction. 

But the cost of the workingman’s maintenance aud reproduction 
I is a very variable quantity. The workingman lives on a certain 
scale, lie lias earth in historical!, changing necessities of life. 

The extent of' 111 - so-called essential needs, as well as the man¬ 
ner of their satisfaction, acocrding to Marx, is an historic product. 
And it "depends therefore in a great measure on the degree of civili¬ 
zation of a country. And aniong other things essentially on this—un¬ 
der what conditions and therefore to what lialiils and to what stan¬ 
dard of living the£lt*s of free workers lias been accustomed. Unlike' 
other wares, the valuation of lalior power therefore contains an his¬ 
toric and moral elect::' I-'or a certain period, however, the average 
amount of the ncce»»iries of life is given." 

The working!with the general rise of civilization, can ex¬ 
tend his wants. The quantity of goods necessary for his existence in¬ 
creases. A' wide <gr<Ie of new fond* and new pleasures can lie turned 
to the consumption of the workingman, if his economic and social 
position experience *11 essential improvement. 

The "historic and moral” clement cannot simply be thrown ou* of 
tlie valuation of labor power. Every year there is a little change in 
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“I intend offering my services to 
the Socialist party," Mr. Stokes an¬ 
nounced in July. “Either with them 
or as a wholly independent citizen 
I shall strive to promote recognition 
of the fact in which I believe that the 
so-called capitalist system, as such, 
is indefensible ethically ai-d disas¬ 
trous industrial! v through the in¬ 
escapable wage-slavery to which it 
leads, and that it must be supplant¬ 
ed by a more righteous system of 
cooperation and mutual aid." 

Needless to say, the beliefs.of 
these converts art unpopular with 
their class. Undeceived by ap¬ 
pearances, they ar aware that un¬ 
der the power, the magnificence, 
the unbounded, gorgeous sliow of 
the capitalist class here lie words of 
human agony whose sole cause is 
want. Knowing that both of the*e 
conditions arc excrescences which 
cap be effaced Irv an intelligent sys¬ 
tem. they have thrown m tbeir sym¬ 
pathies with the one force which to 
them has a rational plan—Socta’- 
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To state tlie case accurately: Granted that the workingman re¬ 
ceives in the form of waged only the cost of the production of his la¬ 
bor power, yet it is found that the cost of this production is a variable 
quantity, which Is conditioned by the workingman's historic standard 
of living. . .

The people ought to also own a*l the trusts so that all may en J°y 
the benefits, They ought to own everv industry as soon as it has be¬ 
come sufficiently concentrated and organized to permit of such com¬ 
mon ownership. 

To bring this about, the people,—that is, the workers, not the 
shirkers—mutt have posses-ionofthc political power. The Social-Dcra- 
orcatic party (known a* the Socialist pary in some states, and na¬ 
tionally) is orgatried to bring this about—this and the abolition of 
capitalism. \Ve insist that the industrious class shall be the wealthy 
'class, and the idle class the poor and dependent class—although So¬ 
cial-Democracy will, in time abolish all poverty and eliminate the 
drones. 

The Social-Democrat’? movcm?nt*is international, but will doubt¬ 
less achieve success in the United States first, because the capitalist 
system is farthest developed here and is preparing the ground for the 
higher system of society.

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EDITORIAL ETCHINGS. 


A recent visitor to New Zealand, the country which the late 
Henry D. Lloyd borrowing a tliought from Danton. called “The 
least bad country," has the following testimony to give with regard 
to the people there and their lack of criminality. It is probably a trifle 
overdrawn, still it is interesting just the same: 

“Perhaps tlie most wonderful of these is that she has practically 
abolished poverty. And after tliat the thing that strikes the visitor to 
her shores with greatest surprise is the fact that she has no criminal 
class. There are so few of tliat order of beings who have taught 
people elsewhere to beware of all strangers tliat one forgets their ex¬ 
istence. I spent several weeks in a house in Auckland—a city of 70,- 
000 inhbitants—not more than ten minutes’ walk from the center 
of the town. And during that time a latchkey was always, night and 
day, in the outside keyhole of the front door. The lady of the house 
explained to me that she kept it there so that no one might acciden¬ 
tally get locked out. Most of the people in the house merely dropped 
portiers across their bedroom doors at night and left the doors wide 
open for a freer circulation of air. 

"I looked all ever a pretty public |>ark filled withi*a Sunday after¬ 
noon crowd to see if any policemen were there. Several thousand 
people liad conic out to hear the band play, meet their friends and 
enjoy a gala afternoon on the lawns, under the trees and among the 
gorgeous flower-beds. But I failed *0 discover, even with a diligent 
search, a single policeman.'’ 

Outside of some of the desccndcnts of the "criminal” class that 
England used to deport to the Australian penal colonies, New Zea¬ 
land is larg'dy made up of working class immigrants from England, 
the “trash” that is only fit, from tlte capitalistic stamii>oirit, to do the 
drudgery for the upper class, and which therefore occupies the only 
“place” in capitalist society "tliat it js fitted for." Its poverty and 
criminality exist because its heart isn’t right, we arc told. The capi¬ 
talist press and pulpit never tire of telling us that the jxx>r arc those 
who do not deserve to succeed—that thev arc poor because thev arc de¬ 
fective or buy ; that they are often criminal because there is crimi¬ 
nality in their natures. They tell us that to save the criminal there 
must he personal conversion. He must be reformed individually. 

But they forget that individual conversion depends on conditions 
being right. It is harder to get a criminal to reform if he knows 
that conditions are such that it will be liarder for him to get bread and 
butler if he gives up his evil ways. And the honest man is just as 
much a victim of conditions as the dishonest one. 

In New Zealand tlie people have been struggling to clip the claws 
of private ownership and what is the result ? The result is that the 
' better they have made social conditions, the easier they liave made the 
lives of the people and the better the people have become. 

Here is a great fact. Here is the fact the Socialists are insisting 
on, that character Is largely made by environment; tliat if you give 
people an actual chance to ljve wholesome lives they will do so. 

Why is it tliat people who are unfit in England are fit in New Zea¬ 
land? Simply because they have not the chance to be fit in England 
that they have in New Zealand. 

In this country less than one per cent of tlie people own over 
half the wealth. The rest grade down from a moderately secure living 
to those who live anxious lives, or lives of abject and degrading pov¬ 
erty. It is not the people who are to blame it is the capitalist sys¬ 
tem. Under that system the majority of tlie people arc unfit In 
New Zealand they ars clipping the claws of that system with its pri¬ 
vate ownership of the sources of wealth production. It U the only 
tiling that will save the people anywhere, only we must clip the claws 
at far up as possible, even, in time, so far up that there’s none of the 
preda-ory carcass of capitalism left!

As a con¬ 
sequence the department, run as it 
is by the dower of the capitalistic 
politicians, men entirely in sym¬ 
pathy with the big labor skinners, 
could demand any sort of unrea¬ 
sonable thing of the men and they 
had to comply. They were worked 
overtime, without extra |>ay, es¬ 
pecially at holidays, _ were shame¬ 
fully handled In the matter of pro¬ 
motion so that, the higher salaries 
wents to |>cts of the politicians and 
not through promotion to men on 
their merit, ami all the time the pub¬ 
lic was given to believe that the men 
had short hours anil that the higher 
salaries were easily within their 
reach. The de|>artment is still 
grumbling because the men have 
formed unions but as they are af¬ 
filiated with the big national labor 
liody it docs not want to risk a 
clash, and so cases off its feelings 
hy issuing stilted bulletins that set-iii 
to command subservience but still 
have plenty of loopholes. In almost
